Establish His Court at Any 


piont Outside District 


Which Elected Him. 


ATI amendatory bill aimed at jus- 


tices of the peace will be intro- 
duced in the house by J. Lloyd Me- 
Master of the Lancaster delega- 
tion, Friday if the house is in. ses- 
sion on that day. It provides that 
no justice of the peace shall be 
permitted to establish'his court for 
the. regular conduct of business 
and holding of trials at any point 
outside of the. territorial limits or 
precincts from which he Is elected 
notwithstanding the fact that his 
justice of the peace district may be 
coextensive with the county in 
which it is situated. 


Establishment in Lincoln of a 


municipal court tot replace one 
police court and two Justice courts, 
has mopped up all the jurisdiction 
in this city. 
Under the present 


law, jurisdiction of a justice of the 
peace is limited to the territory 
which elected him. 
It provides 


further that he shall reside in the 
district. 
The law, however, does 


not specify that his office shall be 
within the district. 
_i legal circles it is stated that 


the purpose of the bill is to pat a 
crimp lato the activities of E. G. 
Maggi, justice of the peace, who 
resides and wno was elected In 
Yankee Hill precinct, between the 
city limits and the state prison. 
High street is the dividing line be- 
tween the city and the precinct, 
and Mr. Maggi has established an 
office on the south side of that 
street, and is ready for business 
from the city.

The worst in banking in Ne- 


braska is now past, the guaranty 
fund is solvent, the deposit guar- 
anty law a success and no recur- 
rence of the troubles of the past 
few years is looked for, says Van 
C. Peterson, secretary of the state 
fund commission. The statements 
are contained in a letter to George 
E. Hall 
of the 
department of 


finance. 


Up in Montana the creation of a 


similar fund is a live issue. G. W. 
Potts, former member of the Ne- 
braska legislature wrote Mr. Hall 
from Fishtail that the story was 
being told there that the state of 
' Nebraska had 
to come to the 


i rescue of the fund here and had j 
issued two millions of bonds to 
help pay off depositors. 


In his reply Mr. Hall says that 


the national bankers and the fed- 
eral reserve system oppose this 
principle, but that it has been a 
perfect success in Nebraska, and 
that Montana would do well to pro-1 
vide a similar absolute guarantee 
against loss by depositors. 


Mr. Peterson says that there 


have been ninety-five bank failures 
in Nebraska during the fourteen 
years' operation of the law, with 
deposits totaling almost 20 mil- 
lions, all of which have been paid 
promptly. He adds: 


At the present time there Is on de- 
posit In the various banks In Nebraska 
to the credit of the depositor*' guaranty 
fund the sum of J2,768,311.92. In the 
various recelversh p» now pending there 
Is cash of a little more than 1500.000, 
which has not yet been refunded to the 
juaranty fund. This would make «. total

The assessment upon the state banks 
durlne this year, available for the pur- 
pose of payment of depositors is an ad- ' 
dltional (1,504,000. This is based upon an 
assessment of ene-balf of one per cent ' 
of the a-verage dally deposits. Up until 
the year 1924 the law permitted the as- 
sessment of one per cent, but the last 
legislature reduced this 50 per cent. We 
have found it possible to talce care of 
the depositors In failed banks on this 
reduced assessment and feel that there 
will now be no difficulty in doing* so in | 
the future.

William Montgomery Brown today 
made a final dramatic personal ap- 
peal from his heresy conviction.

court in Holy Trinity cathedral as 
the hearing ended, the former 
bishop of Arkansas solemnly de- 
livered a new confession of faith in 
God. 


When he had finished, he chal- 


lenged the tribunal simply: 


"Brethren, I now await the 


Issue." 
It was the dramatic climax of the 


heresy case. 


A solemn silence pervaded the 


hall of the cathedral as the feeble, 
white haired old prelate, garbed in 
the conventional black of the min- 
istry, faced his Judges. 


"I believe in God, the Father 


Almighty", began Bishop Brown. 


"Not to be sure, in a God with 


arms and legs, a being with mascu- 
linity as every father must literally 
be; but in the all-in-all in whom 
we live and have our being, and 
to whose laws we must all conform 
if we are to attain the most abund- 
ant life. 
"Maker of heaven and earth. 
'<Not a manufacturer 
as the 


minds which 
first 
codified 
this 


creed conceived. Rather, a maker, 
in the symbolic sense, meaning 
thove universal laws which govern 
the infinite cycles of the world. 


"And I believe in llesus Christ, 


his only son, our Lord. 


"Not literally; butms the symbol 


of the human manifestation of all 
that Is true anjt beautiful aud good. 


"Who was conceived by the holy 


ghost, born'of the virgin Mary. 


"Not literally. Modern biology 


has made the acceptance of this 
belief impossible; It haj released 
the symbol for greater usefulness. 


"I believe in Jesus. I see in him 


every toiling, sweating, bleeding 
s<m of man. I see in him all the 
victims of injustice; all those mil- 
lions who gave their blood in war." 
. Brown turned aside to condemn 
the church for supporting the war. 


"We blessed the war. We told 


them God was on our side.. I am 
speaking for the dead. Their blood 
is upon us. We sent them Into 
shambles of torture and into hells 
of hate. 
As between Christ and 


Caesar, the church chose the state. 


"He suffered unto Pontius Pilate, 


was crucified, died and buried. He 
descended into hell. 


"But this, my brethren, is not the 


end. 
The dawn is breaking. The 


sun of righteousness will yet arise 
and love and light will triumph 
over death and fear. Or in the 
subllmest symbolism: On the third 
day he arose from the dead."

To dwellers in the temperate zone 


this may seem a broad statement, 
but nothing has-done so much to 
make the tropics habitable as the 
ice machine. 


"White people in the tropics a hun- 


dred years ago led a frightful life, 
with everlasting heat twelve months 
in the year and nojjhance of relief. 
To bathe in a river or ocean only 
little cooler than the atmosphere, to 
drink tepid drinks, to seek in vain 
places where a breath of cool air 
oiight soothe a fevered brow—no 
wonder that the death rate was ap- 
palling and white men rapidly de- 
generated! 
During the "Winter in the temper- 
ate zones, the ice of the ponds and 
rivers was cut and was available 
during the short, hot Summer. En- 


work tinder the equator as comfprt- 
"ably as they live in the Summertime 
in more temperate zones. 
' 
Ths first machine to produce ice 


by purely mechanical means -was 
the invention of Dr. William Cullen 
in 1755. This pioneer ice machine 
was followed by the invention of 
Jacob Perkins, an American then 
resident in London, who obtained 
patents in England on an ice-making 
machine in August, 1S34. 
^_ 
However, Dr. John Gorrie, of Apa- 


lachia^i, Florida, obtained the first 
American patent on an ice-making 
machine. This was issued to him 
in May, 1851, with letters patent to 
run from August 22, 1850. 


The first machine to perfect the 


manufacture of ice on la commercial 
scale was the invention of a 
Frenchman,"Ferdinand P. E. Carre, 
to whom the United States granted 
patents in 1860—seven ^-ears before 
his own government issued patents 
to him. 
In Europe,. Ice-maMng machines 


were used for- many years before

If the germs of tuberculosis 
are injected into a rabbit, they locate 
'or serious work in any part of the 
animal's body which has been dam- 
aged- by an injury.

Cod Liver Oil. 


Of recent years we hear much of 


cod liver oil. It is one of the fine 
"preventive" medicines and also a 
sure cure for rickets, a disease of 
malnutrition. 
As ricketts is the 


sort of disease which slips up on 
one unawares and a child becomes 
afflicted 
when apparently on a 


wholesome diet, the modern physi- 
cian often advocates the use of 
cod liver oil in small amounts daily 
to offset any tendency toward it. 


Cod liver oil is rich in essential 


minerals. It contains in abundance, 
phosphorus and lime, two minerals 
whose lack in the bony structures 
causes boxvlegs and knock-knees 
and all the other changes t in the 
bony structure when the bones are 
too soft to keep their shape. 


The dose is usually begun in the 


proportion of five drops dally and 
increased one drop daily until two 
teaspoons are being taken. When a 


< child is getting two teaspoons daily 
it can. take.this amount in two or 
three doses. One has to admit it 
isn't always an agreeable medicine 
to take but young babies seldom 
rebel and as they grow older it can 
be successfully disguised in grape 
juice. It is not wise to give it in 
orange juice or milk as these are 
such 
necessary 
foods 
that one 


wants 
to run no chance of the 


child being sickened of .them be- 
cause he associates it with a medi- 
cine. Cold coffee has been repul- 
sive to me since a child because 
my periodic 
doses of easier oil 


were always given in cold coffee. 
To this day cold coffee tastes like 
nothing but castor oil to me. In the 
case of coffee this is no great loss 
but it -wouldn't do to have this hap- 
pen 
to oranges. 


Plain, or emulsified cod liver oil 


are equally good, it is just a choice 
of whichever goes down the easiest. 


When a child is old enough to 


swallow pills this is the finest way 
to give cod liver oil. Under-nour- 
ished children, or those who have 
suffered 
some 
wasting; illness 


should be given rod liver oil on 
general principles. H is just a good 
tonic 
food.

county treasurer in Lancaster and 
city 
treasurer 
in 
Lincoln 
and 


merger of the offices of city tax 
commissioner and county assessor 
In Lancaster county. A similiar law 
applicable only to Douglas county 
and the city of Omaha has been in 
force several years. 


The communication of George E. 


Johnson, formerly state engineer, 
was read in the senate by Secre- 
tary Barnard when the senate con- 
vened at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 
The secretary gave it a 
reading 


when petitions and memorials was 
the order of business. 
Mr. John- 


son denied the statement of retir- 
ing Governor Bryan in regard to al- 
leged fraud in the highway depart- 
ment relative to overpayment to 
contractors on earth moved, assert- 
ed that the ex-governor had made 
false statements and challenged 
him to appear before a legislative 
committee to prove his charges. 


The communication was placed 


on file and goes into the printed 
record of the senate, according to a 
ruling of Lieutenant Governor Wil- 
liams, and can be taken up any 
time the senate desires. 


Cooper of Douglas introduced S. 


F, 32 Wednesday, a bill to provide 
for a bureau of state forestry under 
the code department of agriculture. 
Incidentally it calls for a new of- 
ficial to be known as the state 
forester, to be appointed by the 
governor. The salary is not men- 
tioned. 


-Vance of Adams introduced S. F. 


32, a bill to dispose of material in 
the old capitol when the time 
comes to raze the building. Warden 
Fenton and the board of control 
have not asked for any of the ma- 
terial for building at the peniten- 
tiary and it is reported that it will 
cost less to construct a new build- 
Ing of cement on the ground than 
to deliver old material there to be 
worked over, but the bill proposes 
to require the capitol commission 
to deliver old material to the pen- 
itentiary grounds, some to the 
American Legion or other patriotic 
organizations for memorials 
or 


markers, or wherever the board of 
control directs for the purpose of 
building at other state institutions. 
The proposed expense of delivering 
old material to the penitentiary is 
to be paid by order of the legisla- 
ture out of the capitol building 
fund.

The honor of killing the first bill 


goes to the house judiciary. H. R. 
12, Representative Thomssen's lien 
bill, irent to the slaughter, not thru 
lack of merit, but "because of the 
discovery that two years ago Rep- 
resentative Baldridge of Omaha put 
a bill thru which carried the same 
line of thought as the Thomsseu 
measure presents. It provides for 
an artisan's lien on automobiles, 
farm machinery, for shoeing horses 
and mules and making storage 
charges a lien on all machinery, 
vehicles and automobiles.

HOWEY AND DUNN SUITS AKE 


TO BE DISMISSED. 


Former Heads of City National 


Bank and Present Officers 


Make Full Settlement of 


Differences. 


The two suits brought in district 


court in recent months by the City 
National bank against 
f o r m e r 


heads of that iBStitutioti irere set- 
tled finally Wednesday afternoon, 
and both will be dismissed at once. 
One of these suits was against L. B. 
Howey, former president, for the 
foreclosure of collateral upon an 
obligation of ?112,000 and the other 
against Mr. Howey and L. J. Dunn, 
former vice president, for J500.000, 
alleged to be due the bank as the 
result of their administration of its 
affairs. 


Mr. Howey's obligations were 


cleaned up by his surrender of all 
of his collateral upon his notes. Mr. 
Dunn settled with the bank on its 
claims against him some time since 
by paying $33,000, which represent- 
ed collateral he had put up which 
turned out not to be as good as 
was supposed at the time of the 
transaction. 
\ 


When deflation -and several big 


business failures put tire bank into 
a corner in 1920, Mr. Howey put up 
$175,000 worth of securities and Mr. 
Dunn an equal amount as their 
share of the deficiency and later 
Mr. Dunn added $50,000 to his con- 
tribution. 
The other directors put 


up $400,000, and this enabled it to 
ride the financial swells. 
Since 


then it has fully regained its old 
solvency, and has a new president, 
Stanley Maly, at its head. 


The settlement "made Wednesday 


cleans up,all law suits and counter 
claims one against the other, the 
former officers on one side and the 
bank on the other. Each side has 
or damages of any sort from the 
other, and this result was reached 
with entire good will on both sides. 
Mr. Howey and Mr. Dunn have dis- 
posed of all of their interests in the 
bank, but they stand ready to as- 
sist in the cleanup of the loose ends 
of the old trouble.

McGowan of Norfolk introduced 


8. F. 34 In the nenate Thursday, a 
bill that hiU moving picture the- 
aters and Incidentally raises the 
high coit of moving picture ticket* 
two cents each, the increase to go 
Into the state treasury. The intro- 
ducer does not allege the state 
needs the money, but he provides 
that the public shall contribute 
two cents for every ticket pur- 
chased, there being »o rebate for 
dead head tickets or tickets for 
children. 


While there is no censorship 


created by the l>ill It places the 
enforcement of the measure under 
tha state department of finance 
and prohibits the display of ad- 
vertising pictures and the selling 
of standing room. When seats are 
full, the sale of tickets must stop 
and the manager of the house can 
tear his hair if he wishes to be- 
cause he has no more space to put 
the 
crowd Into. ,The managers 


who have been heard from say 
they haven't had occasion to sell 
standing room 
for so long • they 


don't know what it looks like. They 
also counter by asking for an 
amendment which will guarantee 
them a crowd to seating capacity. 


The bill provides that no tax 


shall be levied upon tickets sold 
for the benefit of religious, educa- 
tional ' or charitable institutions-. 
The penalty for violation of the 
greater portion of the bill as a fine 
of J200 or imprisonment in • the 
county jail for three months, or 
both. For making fraudulent re- 
turn of the number of tickets sold 
there Is a fine of $1,000 or im- 
prisonment for one year or both.
